It ia the fir.st 
time that so much attention has been at- 
iracteil from a' ;h-oyiuoial jaiint of view to 
the latter question : there has always been 
n kind of hnlf-eaniBstuosa about tho way 
the subject was tnhen \ip before. Now

.0* ... 1 - John Cargill at Tokomairiro (one of 
tho leaders of tho land monopoly party, 
though erst a professed land rcfonnci-), 
that he is strongly opprsed to those leasing 
regulations, we know that an attempt, as 
hinted in our last issue, will be made to 
ex)mnge them from tbe statute-book. It 
is tlicrefore advisable that steps should be 
taken to impress upon tbe authorities tbe 
desirability of extending these leasln" re- 
gulations by the ])Ui'cliasc of entire runs, 
and then treating them the same way aa 
at the Wakatip. namely, throwing them 
open to settlen,...-. under the agricultural 
and the dtp;isturing regulations. The 
squatter would not then have to comiilain 
that the best of his ran was taken from 
him : as he would he paid for all, he would 
be equitably treated.

A rude 
fii'e-place for buniiug the quartz, threo 
wooden staiiqjers for crueliing it, worked 
by a lever in a wooden trough — such is the 
wichinery constructed by the industrions 
jiro])rietor of the reef, James Allen, of 
Warwick. 

The Hob.irt Town Museum was visited 
by upwards of 2000 individuals on Friday, 
the 22nd ult., the attraction beiif§-the two 
Balmotl amolt which had been caught in 
the Derwent the previous night. 

The Govenimunt of Queensland has 
made a bold step in the matter of ednea- 
tion. The Governor, in his speech on the 
prorogation of Parliament, made the fol- 
lowing announcement -‘The liberal pro- 
vision made by jjarliament enables me to 
state with thankfulness that on and after 
the 1st January, 1870, public education 
in the primary schools of Queensland shall 
iw free to every child in the colony.” The 
amount of the education grant for 1870 is 
jC 2 1,0 00, and the decision at which the 
Government has arrived is purely s|)onta- 
neous, and is not the result of any Par- 
liamentary piessure. 

The confectioners of Sydney have dis- 
■covered that a pro|.ective tariff is a very 
bad thing, al)d iipwaials of a hundred n>a- 
no facto riog confectioners in Sydney and 
i heir anjilo^/e^i have cau-sed a circular letter 
to he addiTcsaed to the members of the Le- 
iTislativu Aasembly. They allege that 
t hey suffer great injustice from the existing 
tariff, and that they are apprehensive of 
the tohil destruction of their tnule by the 
proposed abolition of ad valorem duties. 

There ia now before the New South 
Wales Parliament a bill ” to aiithoriso and 
regulate assisted immigration." .It pro- 
posee, say.s a Sydney paper, to revive the 
-nchemo of assisted immigration, with this 
impoi'tant modification, viz,, that the por- 
tion ” resident in the colony,” who nomi- 
nates and pays for the proposed immigrant 
■(at the rate of T3 for an adult, and £i for 
« child), shall receive from the Govern- 
ment “ Land Receipla" for the full amount 
of any moneys lie may pay for such a pur- 
pose. The passages for the immigi'ants 
will be provided by the Government, and 
tho Und recfiiiits given to the nominator 
will he transferable aiitl available, with in- 
ierest at the I'ate of 5 per cent, for th" 
purchase of land by free selection for three 
years thereafter ; after which period, for 
12 years, they will be available for the 
purchase of any Government lands what- 
ever. Pei sons in the United Kingdom, 
not nominated by residents in the colony, 
may secure ]msaagos at the rate of £15 for 
adults and £7 10s for cliildren, together 
■with land receipts for the full amount, 
available under the same rules as before 
mentioned for assisted immigrants. The 
persons eligible under tbis Bill are me- 
chanics of every description, agriculturists, 
miners, domestic servants, and all persons 
of the labouring classes, being of sound 
bodily and mental health, of capability and 
fitness for industrial employment, and of 
good moral character. 

The Melboome correspondent of the 
Daily Times writes : — The Flying Squad- 
ron has nt last all arrived.

He was 
bitten by a rabid dog in J uly hist, and his 
wounds were attended to by a surgeon, 
and it was hoped lie would recover ; but 
symptoms of hydrophobia made their ap- 
pearance, and the sufferer died on Septem- 
ber 20. 

On September 29 a youug man named 
Alfred Norwood was attacked by a leopard 
in Messrs Bostock and Wombwell’s wild 
beast show, while putting some of the 
animals through their performances, at 
Sunderland. He was dragged to the 
ground by the buck part of the neck, and 
liekl by the fangs of the brute for about a 
minute before the attendants could heat 
the furious animal off. Norwood, on being 
released, was at once conveyed to tho in- 
firmary, where it wa.s found that his in- 
juries were of rather a serious description. 

A report comes from Yorkshire to the 
effect that one William Tracey, an attend- 
ant at the North Riding asylum, had 
charge of a lunatie to give him a batli, but 
instead of doing this duty himself he left 
it to bo performed by two patiente. These 
unfortunate persons turned on only the 
boiling water, and put the other lunatio 
into it. The m-an’s legs wore shockingly 
scalded, but the attendant failed to report 
the fact, and the patient died of Lis in- 
juries. At the inque.st the jury returued 
a verdict censuring Tracey, who h is been 
dismissed. 

A melancboly suicide has just taken 
place at C.»mliei-well. A German watch- 
maker and his wife, being hard pressed 
fur money, took counsel how to cut down 
their expenses, and it w.as agreed to drown 
their Utile dog, the keep of which cost 7d 
per week. It was a groat pet, hut tho 
wife throw it oil Southwark Bi-idge. The 
loss of the dog seems to have preyed upon 
lier mind, and a few days afterwards it i.s 
supposed that she drowned herself, as her 
hoily was found in the Thames at Horsly- 
down. At the iiKpiest a verdict of tem- 
porary insanity was returned. 

Mr Ge urge Wlmelev, Her Majesty’s 
fi.shcrman at Virginia Water, dieil at the 
Fisherman’s Cottage, Flying Burn, on the 
11th September. Ho had been in the ser- 
vice of the Queen twenty-eight years, and 
was previously a waterman in the employ 
of Mr Hester, boat-huihler, Eton. Fie had 
taiiglit tlie young i’linces of Cunihcrlund 
and Cambridge the art of swimming, and 
was a great favourite of Her Majesty and 
the royal family, on whom he always at- 
tended when they went fishing in any of 
tho watcra of tlie Great Park. Mr Wheeler 
was about si.xty- years of ago. 

Very serious rumours arc afloat as to 
the condition of tho Emperor of Russia. 
Mental alienation -melancholy madness — 
is sttributed lo him, He secludes hiinsclf 
for days, refusing to see any one whatever. 



SPECIAL SESSION. 



WSDNISDAY, 8 TI 1 DeCEMDER. 

The Special Session of tho Provincial 
Council was opened on the almve date. 

At 12 o’clock, the Speaker (Mr W. H. 
Reynolds) took tho chair ; all the members 
being present with tho exception of Messrs 
.Sell, Fi’iince, Haughton, Main, 

and Shepherd. 

Tlie galleries wero well filldd with spec* 
tatoi'.^ j and after somo preliminary bagU 
ness had boen got through, His Honor tho 
Siiperiiitondeiit was introduced and de- 
livered the following address 
jlfr Speaker and GentUmen of (Afi Provincial 
Council 

r have felt c&natraiacrl, very relnctantly, to 
call you together at the preaent time, knowing 
aa I do, that the aUeudance of many of you in- 
volves coDsiderable inconvenience. 1 felt, hu'w- 
ever, thbt to defer the session until the usual 
period of meeting would bo to postpone the com- 
mencement of a work which ought ero no'vr to 
have becu cumpleted— I allude to the construc- 
tion of the Southern Tiuuk Railway. 

With regard to this, and the question of Ilun- 
drads, as there are differences of opinion between 
myself and luy responsible advisers, f propose to 
■addresB yon by message presently, fully explain- . 
ing tho nature and extent of these differences. 

You are no donht aware that nogotiationa have 
been for some time pending between the Govern- 
ment and a number of gentlemen in Dunedin for 
the construction of a railway between Duneiliu 
and Port Chalmers, These negotiations having 
fallen through, the Government have accepted 
ihe offer of a contracting firm in Dunedin to con- 
struct the railway under a guarantee of interest 
at S per cent, on £70,000, to be secured on the 
Jetty Dues, in terms of your resolution of last 
sea^iun, adequate security to be given by the 
contractor for the due completion of the 'U'ork 
within IS months. Iho details of the contract 
are being prepared, and we may expect the work 
to be commenced within the next two mouths. 

In compliance with yoi;r resolution of last ses- 
sion, three delegates were appointed on behalf 
of this Province to uoufer with an equal number 
representing the Province of Southland, with a 
view of arrangnog a basis of re-union between 
the two Provinces. The report of the Oommis- 
sioaers will be placed before yo'u, as also the re- 
solution of the Provincial Council of Southland, 
which I am happy to say, has, by a large majo- 
rity, concurred in the report of the CoinmUaion- 
ers. It now depends chiefly upon you to decide 
whether or not the two Provinces, which never 
ought to have been separated, shall be ro-un;ted 
and resume those functions of genuine colonisa- 
tion which were pniseiuited with greater vigour 
prior to the separation than they have been ever 
since. 

* To those who take a comprehensive view of 
future, it cs^iinot be but a matter of enngra- 
tnUtion that two such important Provinces as 
Otag)< aud SouthUad should units of their own 
free will ; and though to some it will no doubt 
appear that Otigo can reap but little advantage 
from the union, yet I believe that this is a very 
superficial view of the matter. I am persuade<l 
that under the existing political organisation of 
the Colony, the magnificent territory which is 
comprised within the two Provinces, if colonised ! 
at all, must be colonised at a gre-nt disadvantage 
aoless this rc-nnion is effected. 

I am <[uite prepared to admit th.\b at the out- 
set, perhaps, the pecul^ry advaatago of re-uaioa 
will be in favour of Southland ; at the same 
time, however, it cannot be disputed that there 
will be mutual advantages, and th^t the assets 
which Southland vrill bring into the joint ac- 
count will amply cover any temporary advances 
which Otago may he called upon to make. | 

la dealing with this subject, we must not over- ' 
look the fact tb.at Southland is the natural key 
to a very considerable portion of our territory, 
and that the proper development of the resources 
of the one necessarily involves the benefit of the 
other. 

I hail the union of the two Frovinces os the 
first step towards reducing the cost and ma- 
chinery of government in New Zealand, and aa i 
an exanjjde which the other Provinces will do 
well to follow. While upon this subject, I 
■would only further c.'cpress ray conviction that 
should the proposed union happily be completed, 
the various districts which at present constitute 
tho Proviuco of Southland wdll receive the same 
tre.atnient and consideration at the hands of the 
Provincial Legislature of Otago .as any other dis- 
trict throughout the Province. 

Gentlemen — You are doubtless aware that by 
an Act passed in the last sesfion of the Colonial 
Parliarnonb, we .arc empowered to dispoee of land 
on the West Co.ast of this Province upon terms 
which it is believed •«*ill attract '.eitlenient of a 
suitable kind. Tho first step to enable me to 
take action in tills matter is your assent to a re- 
solution which will be submitted to you, defin- 
ing tho boundaries within which tho Act is to be 
brought into operation. 

In connection with the settlement at hfartin’s 
B.iy, it ia very advisuble that a passable road 
should ho formed between the AVakatipn and 
Kak.ipo Lukes. Tnthe nie.intime a bridle -track 
would aulficc. The chief obstacle iu the way ia 
tlio crossing of the Hollyfnrd River. I believe 
£1COO "would suffice in the meantime to open up 
coniraunication right across the Island. If tbie 
were done, it -would have the two-fold effect of 
afTcnling the means of emplciyinent to the first 
settlers at Martin's Lay, and it would lead to a 
Urge aucessiou to our mining population from 
the West Coast. Although it is uot proposed 
to introduce an Appropriation Ordinance during 
the preseat Hcsaion, you aught by resolution en- 
able the Govemmeut to proceed with this -work. 

Another aubjccc to which I desire to direct 
your special attootion is the necessity for send- 
ing one or more agents to promote tho oniigratioa 
to this Province of suitoble labour and cupilal. 

T (eel stmujjly that wc hnvc not been doing 



<iur duty in this matter, aud that the moat im- 1 
portauc function which bos been assigned to ue 
-^that, namoly, of promoting the beneficial occu- 
pation of the coiiiiiry — is being to a h-irge extent 
URglocted. I may say that, hut fur a resolution 
ptssod by you lost sessiou, steps would have 
boon taken since then largely to increase the 
stream of population to our shores. . It is msm- 
fest that without this the vast resources of tho 
Province lausb continue undeveloped for cen* 
turles. 

Another very important matter to which T 
would bespeak your Att«utioQ« ohiefly with a 
view of bringing public optnioa to bear upon it 
in the Oen^ai AsssmUy, ia tbe question of Rome 
compreheoaive scheme of w&tor supply on tho 
■.ToUrieids. Although, in aQ probability, we 
are on the eve of a now phase in the deretop- 
meut of our Goldfielda, one which, as likely os 
not, uay throw &U that has hitherto been done 
into the sh.vle— F allude to the discovery of nu- 
merous gold-bearing qnartx reofa— at the same 
time there ia an amount of uncertainty about 
this descriptiou of miuitig which does not apply 
to alluvial diggings. With respoeb to tho latter 
it ia well known that the auriferous resources of 
the Province have been scarcely touched — there 
are lltcrady mountains of alluvial gold. This is 
no matter of mere conjociurei the ground having 
been fully tested. What is wanted to increase 
our production of gold to an enonnoub extent is 
an abundant supply of cheap water, w hich sup- 
ply cannot be procured unless by loan, -which, 
unfortunatoly, we havo no power to ruiao with- 
out the sanction of the (Julonial Legislature. 

Although tbs poliey of the Oolcuy for sevora 
years past has been to prohibit loans fur repro- 
ductlvo purposes, yot. 1 believe, wo arc on the 
eve of a change in this respect ; and that, if the 
whole of the Otago representatives unite neat 
session, the Province is very likely tu succeed in 
procuring the means of providing water reser- 
voirs on the Goldfields. In order to this, tbeie 
should be an uuroistakeaUe monifeslstion of 
public opinion upon the snbject, with which view 
1 have thus enlarged upon it. 

I must say that 1 know of no more effectiTS 
way in which tlie Colony could improve its po 
aitiuo fiuancially thau by not only permitting, 
but eucouragiug this Province to deveinpe to tho 
fullest extent its Goldfielda— Goldfields which, 
unlike others, have not to be discovered. 

There are various other topics of an important 
nature to which I might refer, but, seeing that 
you have bees called together to consider the 
special questions to which 1 have already alluded, 

I deem it expedient to defer introducing new 
matter for consideraLion until next session, which 
will be held in a few months hcnco.
